They find that the general "tearing up" 
is over, and the rooms arc now easily 
and quietly cleaned and put in order. 
The following recipe makes one of the 
finest compounds for cleaning 
Smyrna- 


rugs; i-hcnille draperies, 
plush-covered 


couuh.es-nnd furniture/etc. 


(Shave two and one-half bars of ivory 


underneath and also preserves the edges 
from moisture under the floor covering. 


A linoleum mxy be freshened percepti-

PRIMARY LAWS 


The primary 
laws of some states 


ought not lo be. so complicated and 
constructed that the average citizen fails 
to grasp their meaning, and through the 
naze committees practically rule nomina- 
tions and almost everything else. This 
soems to be the case in Illinois, where 
the trouble is increased by the existence 
of the minority legislative, representa- 
tion law. Through this part committees 
have dominated the nominations, just 
as their interests demanded and have seen 
to it one only \ras placed in nomina- 
tion of the two others permitted by the 
lav were nominated. This is that where 
it WAS their interests, the party vote 
should he plumped upon one candidate, 
then there v»s but one nominated; if it 
was their interest one more or the third 
one permitted by law, should be nomi- 
nated, then this was done. This is the 
point upon which the. Supreme Court 
is expected to decide, not us to validity 
of the minority representation law, but 
whether or not "party commitccs may difi- 
rupt the right of tho voters as to legis- 
lative candidates voting for three separ- 
ate names or plumping their three votes 
upon one name, a privilege the law cer- 
tainly intended should be theirs. 


Party committees in that state are 


usurpers, and will be so in all primary 
law states, where it is made possible, 
purposely or not. If these .primary di- 
rect voting laws are to remain, they, 
every one of them, should fully provide 
for 'representative government in the 


oper sense of the word. Party commit- 
es should have no more control than 
qiiisite for legitimate purposes neces- 
ry in campaigns. The less intricate, tha 
ittVr. the less observable party commit- 
e authority, the. belter for the people.

This tree, whose wood 
was so eagerly sought in the days when 
the crossbow was used, was in the, mid- 
dle ages widely distributed over Ger- 
many, but is tociny almost extinct, and 
even most, German foreste,rs knew it 
only as a very mrc tree, individual sp«- 
imens of which are here and there pre- 
served. 
There is. however, a tiny yew 


woodland still in existence in the Bavar- 
ian mountains near the village of Pater- 
zell, and not far from the royal city of 
Munich itself. It covers an area of not 
much more than half a mile, square. He-re 
along the shores of the dried-out lake of 
Zcll, grow tho hist of the yew trees. It 
is primeval forest 
land, and jioeoniing 


to a recent count, comprises S45 large 
trees nnd 1456 smnll tr^es.

banks of the River Ya we saw many 
Chinese cormorant fishers with 
their 


jirds, which are very tame and intelli- 
gent. When fishing a piece of grass is 
irst tied around their throats, to pre- 
vent them from-swallowing the lish, and 
they,are afterward turned into the wat- 


The small fisli they can easily man- 


age: to bring back to the boat, but when 
they find a large specimen it sometimes 
rceils the co-operation of two or three pi 
the birds to land it safely on their mas- 
ter's boat. In this river the fishermen 
often 
catch the great 
salamander, a 


huge newi, or water lizard, which some- 
times reaches a length of ten to twelve 
feet, and whose flesh- i-s much appreciated 
by the Chinese.

Population, decided -to 
drop in on John. Tnimbull at his farm 
near the Six Mils road, north of the city, 
at T:2y this morning, rather than take a 
chance at crossing Lake Michigan. The 
Million Population, which was second to 
start from St. . 'Louis yesterday after- 
noon in the. big: international contest for 
the. James Gordon Bennett cup, would 
have' sailed on- over the water, had it 
had fifteen bags of 'sand, but with the 
wind blowing gently from the 
south- 


west' meant that the'craff would sail to 
the northeast, thus 
taking 
the 'long 


way across. 


The- balloon was first sighted 
this 


morning while passing over Franksville 
and telephone "messages' .'notified- 
the 


.Journal of its approach. Then came the 
call from the Trumbull farm and repre- 
sentatives of the press hurried to the 
scone in automobil.es. By. the time thn 
scribes .arrived, the balloon had been' de- 
flated and was lying .'on the 
ground, 


with the pilots busily engaged in getting 
their belongings into shape for shipment 
by rail back to St. Louis. 


Started From St. Louis. 


When the "ships" started from 
St. 


Louis the Conder, a French balloon with 
Jasques Fa lire 
as 
pilot and 
E. G. 


Schmeick as assistant, -was the first to 
start and for a time during 'the night 
eailcd along beside the Million club bal- 
loon, but the two were separated near 
the Wisconsin-Illinois boundary line. The 
Conder passed over Lakeside and onto 
the lake directly east of this citv at 
8:45 this morning. It was then sailing 
easily. at an altitude of- 400 or 500 feet 
and was soon -lost in the fog which over- 
hung the water. 


Another of the balloons, thought to 


have been the Afcurca, of- Switzerland, 
crossed this state and went over the 
lake seven miles north of here. 
This 


balloon also traveled alongside the Mil- 
lion, club lor a short time and was just 
ftoing onto the lake as the St. Louis craft 
was dropping onto the Trumb.ull farm.

Dealers'Say There Is No Profit in Pres- 


ent Prices. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—The situation in 


cabbage continues very dull here both in 
a loctil way and in outside .trade. Warm 
weather prevailed most of the week, and 
while quite a. few dealers reported a fair 
demand from..dut of town buyers, they 
declare that few seem willing to pay the 
prevailing price. Wisconsin cabbage is 
being bought at 97 to S7.50 loaded, and 
local carlot dealers declare they can see 
no profit in cabbage at these prices, with 
buyers offering $8 to SS.iiO at the most. 
Many of the' operators here say they 
are "laying low" awaiting more favora- 
ble weather, and some of them fay they 
have handled IPSS tluiii 25 cars this sen- 
sou when at this time last year they had 
already sold over -250 cars.
